Council oks recreation 
center remodeling plan

Upland City Council has approved 
a remodeling plan which would 
accommodate a senior citizen lunch 
program at the new Third Street 
recreation center. The plan was 
recommended by the city’s nine - 
member recreation advisory 
committee. 

Full conversion of the center is 
years away, according to officials 
who noted the city does not have the 
$112,000 for the extensive 
remodeling needed for the nutrition 
program. 

The city will seek funding through 
the Housing and Community 
Development Act and the Older 
Americans Act, according to Mayor 
pro tem John McCarthy, who 
represents the council on the 
recreation advisory committee. 

The plan approved by the council 
Feb. 7 includes a large multipurpose 
room, a room for dining and small 
group meetings, a kitchen, offices 
and restrooms. 

The architectural firm of Dan L. 
Rowland and Asociates had also 
prepared two less costly 
remodeling plans, which did not 
include facilities for small 
meetings. 

The plan approved by the city 
includes a food preparation kitchen 
complete with stainless steel 
equipment. Kitchens in the

alternate plans are designated as 
catering kitchens for reheating and 
serving food prepared elsewhere. 

Recreation advisory committee 
members and the council agreed the 
full - preparation kitchen would be 
more useful in the long-run. 

Purchase of the building cost 
$150,000. The city has allocated 
$37,000 for design plans and 
immediate renovation. Architects 
have estimated an additional $6,700 
will be needed for renovation. 

The city had hopted to fund the 
purchase the complete renovation of 
the creation center through federal 
Community Development Act funds. 
But purchase, design plans, and 
construction of ground - floor 
restrooms will use up the federal 
money. 


Programs being considered for 
the center include the senior citizen 
nutrition program, federally funded 
and sponsored by the Steelworkers 
Old Timers Foundation. The 
program is presently housed in 
termporary facilities at Upland 
Presbyterian Church, where it 
provies hot weekday lunches. 

Other possible programs are 
senior citizen home maintenance 
service, outreach workers and 
nurse, retired senior volunteer 
program, health clinics, senior 
citizen band or choir, and senior 
alert program (which calls senior 
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citizens each day in case of 
emergency). 

The center could also offer senior 
citizens information and referrral 
services for Social Security, bus 
passes, property tax, and Medi- 
care, as well as housing Upland’s 
present senior citizen programs. 


Other Recreation Department 
activities and classes will also use 
the center and help to cover 
maintenance costs. Federal 
regulations prohibit limiting the 
center to senior citizens. 

In other action at the Feb. 7 
meeting the council: 


— Set a March 7 hearing date for 
vacation of Cucamonga Avenue in 
the Cucamonga Wash area. The city 
will ask for a replacement road 
along the eventual flood control 
channel. 


—Approved construction of a full 
traffic signal rather than a 
pedestrian signal at 18th Street and 
Euclid Avenue. A pedestrian signal 
had been requested by parents of 
students attending Pioneer Junior 
High, but the California Department 
of Transportation requires full 
signals on state highways. 


Installation of the light, estimated 
to cost $50,000, will be funded 
through Upland’s share of state gas 
tax funds. 


Twelve seek three school board seats

Twelve candidates are running for 
three positions on the Chaffey Joint 
Union High School District Board of 
Trustees. 

Candidates include Patrick 
McHugh, and incumbents G.A. Chal- 
fant and Martha T. Chapman of On- 
tario. 

Other candidates include Paul J. 
Gomez, Excell N. Hunter, Maxine 
M. Curtis, Ralph S. Langley, all of 
Upland; and Charles J. Uhalley and 
Robert C. Beam of Cucamonga. 

Also Clifford L. Sumrall of 
Etiwanda and William C. Draper 
and Frank Andrew Brown of On- 
tario. 

All 12 candidates were invited to 
submit statements about their 
stands on education issues. Drpaer, 
Brown and Beam did not respond. 
McHugh is no longer actively cam- 
paigning because of the pressure of 
family and business matters. 


Ralph Langley 

Langley lists higher graduation 
requirements, a review of the 
scramble registration system, and 
classes available to meet students 
needs as the three most important 
educational issues for the district. 

In addition to supporting these 
needs, Langley said he would work 
to include administrators, parents 
and teachers in producing a quality 
school system. 

‘For a system to provide a quality 
program it requires the communica- 
tion, participation and cooperation 
of all parents, teachers and ad- 
ministrators,’’ he said. 

One aspect of participation is in- 
volving parents, teachers and ad- 
ministrators in groups to study plan- 
ning and problem areas, he said and 
commented such study groups are 
an ‘‘invaluable aid in accomplishing 
a functional quality education 
system.”’ 

Langley also noted the importance 
of earning community support for 
the schools’ programs, problems 
and needs since the scyool system is 
dependent on community support to 
achieve the goal of providing quality 
education. 

Langley has been endorsed by the 
Associated Chaffey Teachers 
(ACT), West End Public Employees 
Coalition (WEPEC), and Parents 
Action Committee(PAC). 

He is owner - operator of a carpet 
business and was an elected 
member of town meeting and school 
committee when he lived in 
Massachusetts as well as serving on 
the town finance committee and 
heading the town school building 
committee. He has been an Upland 
resident five years. 

Excell Hunter 

Hunter listed improving board 
responsiveness, strengthening the 
educational offerings and improving 
student and teacher morale as the 
most important educational issues 
for the district. 

“T firmly believe that a board, to 


truly serve its purpose, must res- 
pond to the needs of all involved — 
not just the administration,” he said 
and added the board ‘‘should take 
the initiative’’ in opening com- 
munication with students, teachers, 
counselors, parents and taxpayers. 

Hunter strongly favors a return to 
the 220-unit graduation require- 
ment, emphasis on solids rather 
than electives, and reinstating the 
sixth period. 

“There is a good deal positive 
about providing electives, but not to 
the detriment of educational fun- 
damentals,’’ he said and noted 
students need a six-period day and 
the full 220 credits to provide enough 
classroom time for effective educa- 
tion. 

Increasing the number of classes 
students take and providing suf- 
ficient counseling could also im- 
prove the ‘‘somewhat controversial 
scramble class registration,’’ 
Hunter said. 

He cited ‘an obvious lack of 
respect for authority among 
students throughout the district” 
and noted a fundamental part of the 
problem is that teachers and 
counselors are ‘‘failing to earn 
respect, failing to motivate 
students.” 

Hunter advocates teacher par- 
ticipation in forming district and 
school goals, challenigng teachers 
“to really tackle’ the need for 
greater student motivation.” 

Hunter is completing a master’s 
degree in public administration and 
holds a bachelor’s degree in English 
and a certificate in data processing. 

He has worked as a municipal ad- 
ministrative assistant, ad- 
ministrative director for a com- 
munity organization, and office 
manager - registration supervisor 
for a large junior college. 

An Upland resident he has lived in 
the West End since 1970. 

Paul Gomez 

Gomez listed major educational 
issues for the district as a need for 
more parent - community participa- 
tion, better use of funds, and less 
concern with results of standardized 
tests. 

Noting the correlation between 
parent participation and students’ 
educational achievement, he 
favored formation of school ad- 
visory councils at each high school 
to ‘‘knit together’? community needs 
and the goals, programs and 
resources of the individual school. 

The benefit to student education 
should always be considered in 
deciding how to spend taxpayer 
funds, Gomez said and noted he 
would not support such expenditures 
as purchase of computers or refur- 
bishing the administration building. 

More urgent needs include ad- 
ditional classrooms at over - crowd- 
ed schools or lowering student - 
teacher ratio to provide more time 
for teachers to meet the individual 
needs of each student.

Competency exams to measures 
student skill in basic academic 
areas are only a beginning, he said 
noting schools will be held accoun- 
table for establishing minimum 
standards for academic skills. 

Gomez, who is an Upland resi- 
dent, is a municipal management 
assistant and holds a master’s 
degree in public administration and 
a bachelor’s degree in history. 

He is a member of the Chaffey 
High School Community Advisory 
Council, and the district Advisory 
Committee to Investigate Ongoing 
Needs (ACTION). 

Gomez also served as a member 
of the Ontario and Upland high 
school booster clubs and par- 
ticipated in the 1975 district tax 
override effort. 

Gomez said the district should 
“constantly re-emphasize the im- 
portance of what ought to be known 
by a high school graduate’’ rather 
than placing emphasis in how 
students are testing in comparison 
with other students. 


Maxine Curtis 

Mrs. Curtis lists curriculum, 
qualified staff and adequate 
facilities, and ‘“‘prudent’’ spending 
as the main issues facing the dis- 
trict. 

The district needs well defined 
goals, a systematic progression of 
classes, and good records in order to 
provide good education, she said and 
noted graduation requirements 
must be increased to 220 units in 
order for students to receive the 
necessary educational in fundamen- 
tal areas.

Mrs. Curtis cited the district’s 
programs for bright students, han- 
dicapped students, and problem 
students and noted a need for ade- 
quate guidance for the average 
students who may ‘‘drift” through 
high school without vocational or 
academic counseling. 

She said a change in the number of 
classes a student takes or the 
method of registration will not im- 
prove the quality of education unless 
the necessary classes are included 
and are provided in a way that 
shows continuity. 

Teachers and counselors must be 
knowledgeable, organized, and 
enthusiastic. she said and added, ad- 
ministrators must effectively 
manage the district and encourage 
communication between the district 
and the community. 

Mrs. Curtis commented, 
“Something has to be done and 
quick’? about school classroom 
facilities to accommodate the in- 
creasing numbers of students. 

District funds should be spent 
wisely and prudently, she said 
noting that taxpayers expect expen- 
ditures to be equal to the value of 
goods and services received. The 
district must also have sufficient 
reserves to fund needed additions or 
changes, she said. 

Mrs. Curtis, who is an Upland 
resident, has served on the district’s 
competencies task force. She also 
served as community represen- 
tative on the communications sub- 
committee and is presently com- 
munity represntative for the social 
Studies subcommittee.

The sport was born out of 
the great cattle drives of a 
hundred years ago, when 
impromptu bronc riding or 
roping contests provided 
the only entertainment for 
cowboys riding the trails 
months at a time. Rodeo 
remained an unorganized 
western pastime for 40 
years after the cattle drives 
had died out ... until one day 
in October, 1936.

Last year, the 
PRCA rodeos paid cowboys 
a record $6 million in prize 
money. 

‘Rodeo is gaining in 
popularity because people 
are finding out that it’s one 
of the best forms of family 
entertainment in the 
nation,” said Dale Smith, 
president of the PRCA, and 
a contestant and rancher 
from Chandler, Ariz. 

But to fully appreciate 
rodeo, the spectator needs 
to understand the fine 
points of each event, and 
know what the judges are 
looking for. Every PRCA- 
sanctioned rodeo has five 
standard events, three 
bucking or ‘‘rough-stock”’ 
contests, and two times 
events. 

Usually, bareback bronc 
riding is the first event at a 
rodeo. Cowboys with strong 
arms and a keen sense of 
balance enter this one; they 
ride with one hand holding 
onto a ‘‘riggin’,” which is a 
tick leather surcingle 
fitting over the horses’ 
withers, and with a leather 
“hand hold” attached. The 
horses are free to jump and 
kick. sometimes even spin, 
and the cowboys try to lean 
back and maintain a 
spurring rhythm along the 
animals’ neck and

Two cowboy judges score 
the bucking events. 
Positioned on each side of 
the arena, they watch the 
cowboy to see how well he 
rides, and the animals’ to 
see how well they buck. A 
good ride on an animal that 
doesn’t buck well usually 
won't win money; same 
goes for a ‘‘sorry”’ ride ona 
tough, good-bucking horse 
or bull. The judges score 
the animal between one and 
25 points, and the rider 
between one and 25 points. 
That’s 50 points per judge ... 
the combined scores are 
added together, and 
anything in the seventies or 
eighties is considered a 
good score in rodeo. 

Saddle bronc ridin 
requires the use of a speeal 
saddle which must conform 
to PRCA specifications. It’s 
called a bronc saddle, quite 
naturally, or sometimes

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Supervisors ok funds 
for sheriffs budget

County supervisors approved an 
additional $370,000 Sheriff Frank 
Bland had requested, but not 
without extended argument Mon- 
day. 

Most of the money will be used to 
hire employes Bland said are need- 
ed to maintain the authorized level 
of service. The increase will bring 
the sheriff's budget to $16.2 million 
for the year ending June 30. 

At one point, Bland, apparently 
impatient with the supervisors’ 
prolonged discussion, said, ‘‘I don’t 
see why we have to stand around 
and wait and not give the service the 
people deserve.” 

Supervisor Dennis Hansberger of 
Yucaipa, who questioned Bland 
closely as to why the increases were 
needed, blamed the length of the 
debate on the lack of preparation by 
the county staff. 

Supervisor Joseph Kamansky of 
Upland said he agreed that if the 
supervisors were to approve Bland’s 
request, the decision ought to be 
based on firm reasoning. 

A vote against additional funds for 
the sheriff, even if it were justified 
because insufficient information 
was provided, ‘‘is like voting against 
mother and apple pie and that type 
of thing,’’ Kamansky said. 

In the end, the supervisors agreed 
to amend Supervisor James L. 
Mayfield’s motion for outright ap- 
proval of Bland’s request. 

They instructed County Ad- 
ministrative Officer Earl Goodwin 
to prepare the necessary budget 


Report tells how 
state could save 
county millions 


With little discussion, county 
supervisors have approved a report 
detailing how nearly 10 per cent of 
the county’s $270 million budget can 
be saved if the costs of major health 
and welfare programs were shifted 
to the state. 

The report, presented last week 
by County Administrative Officer 
Ear! Goodwin, lists 71 programs the 
state has imposed on county 
government. 

If the costs of many of those 
programs were assumed by the 
state and if other state-mandated 
programs were modified, the county 
could save up to $22.7 million, the 
report says. 
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transfers and to come up with an ad- 
ditional $57,000 not covered by 
savings in operating costs or unan- 
ticipated revenue. (The board must 
approve budget transfers. ) 

Mayfieid, who served nearly 10 
years as a sheriff's deputy before he 
became a county supervisor in 1972, 
termed Bland’s request an urgent 
matter. 

Bland told the supervisors that 
because all county departments had 
been instructed to cut costs by not 
replacing employes, his department 
had 41 unfilled vacancies — in- 
cluding 21 deputies. 

In addition, 19 other employes — 


including 17 deputies — are disabled 


or on scheduled leaves of absence, 
he said. 

Because he hasn’t been able to 
replace the employes, Bland said, 
the level of sheriff's protection is 
below what the supervisors have 
authorized and the processing of 
records has fallen behind. 

Unanticipated higher costs for 
severance pay and retirement of 


employes have also added to the 
need for more money, Bland said. 

Hansberger said if the sheriff's 
department had as many vacancies 
as Bland said there were, ‘‘you 
should be saving more than 
$500,600.”” 

Goodwin said that while it would 
be theoretically possible to 
calculate the salary savings at the 
start of the fiscal year from job 
vacancies, unanticipated costs dur- 
ing the year — and the need to 
replace some employes — would 
reduce that estimate. 

Supervisors’ Chairman Robert O. 
Townsend of Chino said Bland 
wouldn't need all the 10 extra 
positions for the sheriff’s records 
division, especially with the data 
processing system under way. 

But Goodwin said that because of 
the division’s current backlog of 
work, plus the additional prepara- 
tion for conversion to a data 
processing system over the next two 
years, the extra help appeared to be 
justified.

Rodeo 


(Continued) 


referred to as ‘‘an 
Association saddle.’’ Saddle 
bronc riding is the 
cornerstone of rodeo; it’s 
the classic event, and 
usually, the men who 
compete in it have been 
well backgrounded in 
breaking colts, or at least 
have spent time on ranches 
riding salty mounts on cold 
mornings. Staying in the 
saddle requires more 
balance and timing than 
brute strength. The riders 
hold onto a soft woven rein 
attached to the horses’ 
halters, and try to maintain 
a smooth spurring stroke 
throughout the ride. The 
style of spurring differs 
from bareback riding; in 
saddle bronc, cowboys spur 
in an arc, from the neck to 
the back of the saddle. As in 
bareback riding, they lose 
points by ‘‘getting out of 
shape;’’ touching the 
animal or equipment with 
the free hand, or bucking off 
before the eight-second 
whistle is blown results in 
disqualification. Bronc 
riders are also disqualified 
if they ‘‘blow a stirrup,”’ 
that is, let one foot slip out 
of the stirrup. 

Bull riding is usually the 
last event at rodeos. Many 
consider it the most 
dangerous, most exciting of 
all sports events. Consider 
the odds — one cowboy, 
usually weighing about 150 
pounds, mounted on one bull 
weighing sometimes close 
to a ton. The cowboy tries to 
ride the animal with one 
hand firmly attached to a 
rope encircling the bull 
behind his shoulders. 

Bull riding is scored 
pretty much like bareback 
and saddle bronc riding, 
except that cowboys don’t 
lose points by not spurring 
.. just hanging on for eight 
seconds is job enough, and 
the bulls are extremely fast 
and agile for their size 
Many will jump and kick 
and spin at the same time. 
If a cowboy manages to 
stay pretty much in control 
of the ride, and if he rides a 
good enough bull, he'll win 
money. The highest scored 
ride in rodeo was made in 
this event in 1974 when 
former bull riding champ 
John Quintana of Redmond, 
Ore., rode a bull for 96 
points. Top score in any of 
the three events at any 
rodeo, naturally wins first 
place 








The two times events are 
calf roping and steer 
wrestling, and the object in 
both is simple — get the 
fastest time and win first 
place money. In calf roping, 
cowboys are mounted on 
fast, well-trained Quarter 
horses. Man and horse work 
as a team, and the goal is to 
rope the running calf, which 
is given a pre-determined 
headstart from the chute, 
then dismount, run down to 
the calf and throw him to 
his side, and tie three legs 
with short a short piece of 
rope called a ‘‘piggin’ 
string,’’ which the 
contestant carries in his 
mouth. The whole feat can 
be accomplished 
sometimes in less than ten 
seconds. 

Naturally, to be 
successful, the cowboy has 
got to be good with a rope. 
But half the credit for a 
smooth run goes to the 
horse. Watch how these 
animals back into the 
“‘box.’’ A good horse will 
stand quietly, but alertly, 
eyes on the calf. When 
everything looks right, the 
contestant nods his head 
and the gate opens ... the 
calf bolts from the cute and 
trips an automatic barrier. 
This is when the horse has 
to jump into high gear in 
only a few strides if the calf 
is to be overtaken. Once the 
calf is roped, the horse puts 
on the brakes, stopping as 
quickly as possible. Then, 
while the cowboy is trying 
o ‘‘flank’’ the calf to his 
side, the horse tries to keep 
the rope taut. This helps the 
cowboy make the tie; but if 
the horse pulls back too 
hard, the calf will begin to 
choke, and then struggle, 
kicking and making it 
difficult to make the tie. 

Consistency is the key to 
a good roping horse, outside 
of speed and an ability to 
“rate cattle,’ that is, pull 
up behind them and keep 
the distance constant so the 
rider can throw his loop. A 
horse that makes a good run 
one day and a bad one the 
next, takes one step 
backwards one time, and 
maybe two the next run, 
will keep a roper broke and 
frustrated. Good roping 
horses have got to be 


consistent — the cowboy 
has to know exactly what to 
expect.

‘The Tempest,”’ a drama 

comedy by William 
Shakespeare, is a fun play 
to see 

It’s easy to imagine the 
colorful audiences of old 
Engiand laughing heartily 
at the several drunk scenes, 
becoming silent and 
mystified while watching 
powerful spirits running 
around and around, 
sometimes seen and 
sometimes not, or

And Hawkins’ portrayal 
of Caliban had to be close to 
how Shakespeare intended:

potentially deadly figure, 
who whimpers and whines 
loudly, groveling disgusted- 
ly at the feet of his master, 
only to repeat the act more 
thoroughly to members of 
the King’s retinue (the 
court jester and a drunken 
butler) to convince them to 
kill Prospero. 

He says to Stephano 
(Kevin McDonald), the 
butler, ‘Let me lick thy 
shoe.” 

And when Stephano and 
Trinculo (Diana Hamblin), 
the jesture, introduce him 
to the fun of drinking wine, 
he becomes a drunken fool, 
along with the others.

equally as good: flashing 
lights with the sounds of 
wind and thunder in the 
opening scene as the king’s 
ship is torn apart in a storm 
off of Prosper’s island; 
colorful and realistic 
costumes for the 22 
characters; and a huge 
stage complete with beams, 
stairs, balcony and curtains 
which are blown violently 
about in the storm’s wind. 

But it became evident in 
the opening scene on board 
ship, amid the lighning, 
thunder and wind, that the 
shouts of the cast were go- 
ing to be difficult to unders- 
tand. 

Even without the noise, I 
sometimes had trouble 
hearing the dialog. The 
characters should have 
talked more succinctly and 
the acoustics should have 
been improved by changes 
in the stage or auditorium.

The play also lacked the 
closeness, the emotional in- 
volvement generated in the

With a theater in the 
round, the sound problem 
would have taken care of 
itself, with the seat 5-20 feet 
away from the action.

Fire Prevention Bureau 


To help citizens of Upland better understand their 
city’s responsibilities and to get answers on city govern- 
ment, John Shoemaker, Upland community relations 
coord/aator, is bringing City Hall to the people through 
the courtesy of the Upland News. The column ‘The Town 
Crier’’ is designed to be informative on all issues of city 
government.

QUESTION: Can you explain fire prevention for the 
city? E.M. 

ANSWER: A Fire Prevention Bureau in the Upland 
Fire Department is operated under the supervision of the 
Department’s chief who appoints inspectors. The of- 
ficers enforce all laws and ordinances covering the 
following: 

— The prevention of fires; 

— The storage and use of explosives and flammables; 

—The installation and maintenance of automatic and 
other private fire alarm systems, and fire extinguishing 
equipment ; 

— The maintenance and regulation of fire escapes; 

— The maintenance of protection and the elimination 
of hazards in the buildings and structures, including 
those under construction; 

— The means and adequacy of exit in case of fire, from 
factories, schools, hotels, lodging houses, asylums, 
hospitals, churches, halls, theaters, amphitheaters and 
all other places in which numbers of persons work, live 
or congregate, from time to time, for any purpose; 

— The investigation of the cause, origin and cir- 
cumstances of fires. 


QUESTION: Is it permissible to park large trucks in a 
residential area? L.S. 

ANSWER: No person can park any commercial vehi- 
cle (large truck) more than five hours in any residential 
district except while loading or unloading property and 
time in addition to such five-hour period is necessary to 
complete the work, or when the vehicle is parked in con- 
nection with and in aid of the performance of a service to 
or on a property in the block in which the vehicle is park- 
ed and time in addition to the five-hour period is 
reasonably necessary to complete the service.

event comes if the roper 
misses the calf (he can 
throw twice if he has a 
spare rope with him), of if 
the calf comes untied within 
six seconds after the roper 
has re-mounted and 
slackened the rope.

, penalty is added to his time. 

Steer wrestling, like 
bareback and bull riding, is 
an event invented for rodeo, 
and has no actual ranch 
background. After all, no 
man in his right mind would 
jump off a perfectly good 
horse, running wide open, 
steer by the horns and twist 
him on his side. As with calf 
roping, the horse plays a big 
part in success of failure. 
They’re fast Quarter 
horses, well traind, and 
taught to stand quietly in 
the bodx until the steer is | 
released. The difference is, 
the horses are taught to run 
up next to the steer, 
enabling tne cowboy to 
make his jump, then pass 
the steer and veer off to the 
left, dropping the 
contestant’s feet in front of 
him, and slightly angled.

Probing the murky depths 


Sonar for the heart 


A highly concentrated beam of 
sound energy probes a murky depth. 
At last it strikes something — a 
large, moving object. Part of the 
sound is absorbed by the object. 
Part of it is reflected back through 
the deep, to a crystal than translates 
it into a pattern on an oscilloscope. 

Plotting the pattern on a strip of 
light-sensitized paper, the 
machine’s operator can tell the size 
of the object, the thickness of its 
walls, and when and how certain 
passageways are opening and 
closing. 

A super form of sonar? Yes. 

The plot for a movie on naval 
warfare? No. 

The object in this case is a human 
heart, beating within a person’s 
chest. And even though it sounds 
like science fiction, sound waves are 
being used daily to study the heart, 
to determine if it is healthy, to tell 
what effect treatment is having on 
it. 

The patient is awake. The only 
sensation he experiences is the cold 
end of a chrome-plated transducer 
pressing lightly on his chest. In half- 
an-hour, he can get dressed and go 
home, the study completed, no after 
effects. 

Dr. Jorge Levisman, a young, 
soft-spoken native of Argentian, is 
one of a growing number of 
physicians in all specialties — 
obstetrics, radiology, cardiology, 
among others — who are using this 
sonar-like technique called 
diagnostic ultrasound as a tool in the 


Working at UCLA under a grant 
from the American Heart 
Association’s Greater Los Angeles 
Affiliate, Dr. Levisman applies a 
specialized use of ultrasound called 
echocardiography to determine the 
size and functioning of the left 
ventricle, the primary pumping 
chamber of the heart. He is studying 
the effect of hypertension — high 
bood pressure — on the ventricle. 

“In hypertension, there is an 
extra load on the heart,” Dr. 
Levisman said. ‘‘The part of the 
heart that gets involved first is the 
left ventricle, because this is the 
pumping chamber. 

“What hypertension does to the 
left ventricle is what we call 
pressure overload; that is the 
muscle, the myocardium, gets 
thicker. The more severe the 
hypertension, the thicker the muscle 
gets. With the echo, we can actually 
‘see’ the wall and can measure its 
thickness.”’ 

As hypertension progresses, the 
pumping ability of the ventricle 
becomes impaired. Other chambers 
of the heart try to adjust and 
compensate for the failing ventricle, 
which may begin to expand. The 
valves that control the flow of blood 
into the chambers of the heart may 
begin to leak because of the 
overload. Finally, the heart is 
unable to pump enough blood to 
meet the needs of the rest of the 
body, and the patient experiences 
cardiac failure. 

The symptoms of heart failure 


progressive reduction in exercise 
capacity. Then a sudden episode of 
stress may bring on acute failure in 
the form of a heart attack or fluid in 
the lungs (pulmonary edema). 


But hypertension can be treated. 
A combination of diet, rest, and 
drugs can be used to lower the blood 
pressure. What remains to be 
learned is whether or not controlling 
hypertension will resuit in reversing 
the damage caused to the left 
ventricle. 


‘““Echocardiography is an 
excellent way to study the function 
of the left ventricle because we can 
measure the size of the ventricular 
chamber and the motion of the 
walls,” Dr. Levisman said. The 
lines traced on the light-sensitive 
paper by the echocardiograph 
indicate the walls of the chamber. 
The space between those lines 
corresponds to the empty space 
between those walls. 

“If the chamber gets larger with 
failure, we can also correlate that 
with the severity of the 
hypertension. What we want to do is 
follow patients who are being 
treated for hypertension and see 
what happens to the left ventricle, 
he noted. 


The grant Dr. Levisman received 
from the Los Angeles Heart 
Association affiliate enables him to 
pay for a technician to conduct the 
studies and the supplies needed to 
record the echocardiograms. It is 
one of 44 such grants made by the 
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HEART TRACING — Dr. Jorge Levisman explains ultrasonic 
tracings of a patient’s heart in the echocardiology department at 
UCLA Medical Center. Working under a grant from the American 
Heart Association, he is studying changes in the heart’s pumping 
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local association this year totalling 
more than $830,000. 





Is TV violence 


harmful to youth 2 


PTA trying to find out 


Baretta, trapped in a 
back-street parking lot, 
whips his Chevy in a circle 
and, ducking from his open 
door, fires his gun, killing 
two armed cop-killers. 

The 5-year-old child 
smiles as he watches 
another of his favorite 
television shows. 

And later that week, he 
watches Police Woman, 
Kojak, Gunsmoke, Perry 
Mason, Baa Baa Black 
Sheep and 10-20 other 
“violent”? television shows 
and movies. 

Does this daily repetition 
of murders and maimings, 
rapes and robberies, stab- 
bings and shootings, affect 
the mind or emotions of the 
growing child? 

Do the 11,000 television 
murders which 14-year-olds 
have watched during their 
lifetimes make them more 
prone to violence 
themselves? 

In an effort to determine 
the effects of television 


violence on children, the 
national PTA will hold the 
last in its series of eight 
regional public hearings 9 
a.m. — 9:30 p.m. Tuesday 
at the Los Angeles Hilton 
Hotel. 

First of its kind, the pro- 
ject has been designed to 
focus public attention on the 
potential effects of video 
violence on youngsters, and 
the need for better quality 
and more diversity in 
television. 

Previous hearings were 
held in Pittsburgh, Kansas 
City, Kansas, Atlanta, 
Chicago, Dallas, Portland, 
Ore., and Hartford, Connec- 
ticut. 

“We believe there is a 
casual relationship between 
violence seen on Television, 
and aggressive, violent 
behavior among children,”’ 
says Carol Kimmel, 
National PTA president. 
“Not every child, of course, 
imitates what he or she sees 
on television, but the results 


of recent research indicate 
that there are children 
whose aggressive and even 
hostile actions are 
stimulated by watching 
Television violence.”’ 

“Of even greater con- 
vern, though, is the gradual 
desensitization of our 
children to the human suf- 
fering which results from 
violent actions. Exposed to 
a steady barrage of Televi- 
sion violence, their ability 
to distinguish between real 
and imaginary hostility can 
become impaired, so that 
real violence fails to arouse 
compassion or disgust,’’ she 
noted. 


Asking the People 


“In taking our case to the 
people — via these public 
hearings — we believe that 
we can further substantiate 
our viewpoint. If 71 per cent 
of the public already thinks 
Television programs are 
too violent, (according to a 
recent poll by the Opinion 












Research Corporation of 
Princeton. New Jersey), 
this belief should be 
reflected in the testimony 
provided at the hearings. 
One can reasonably assume 
that if the current Televi- 
Sion diet is too rich in 
violence for adults, then 
they would object to it for 
their children.”’ 

During the Los Angeles 
hearing, which will provide 
a total of 12-1/2 hours for 
public testimony, persons 
representing a broad spec- 
trum of society will be 
testifying and composing 
the audience for the event. 

PTA members and the 
general public, parents, 
teachers and students, state 
superintendents of public 
instruction, school ad- 
ministrators, law enforce- 
ment officials, 
prefessionals in mental 
health and the social ser- 
vices — all will have input 
into this comprehensive 
survey of public opinion. 

According to Betty Cayot 
of South El Monte, coor- 
dinator for the hearing, 
about 400 persons from the 
various states are expected 
to attend. 

“A healthy turnout is an- 
ticipated,” said Mrs. Cayot, 
“because the subject is 
receiving so much public 
attention now, and people 
seem to have very strong 
views, both pro and con. We 
are extending an open in- 
vitation to the general 
public to join us as audience 
for the event, as well as to 
testify.” 

Testimony during the 
hearing will be directed to 
the 10-member PTA com- 
mission for the Television 
Project, composed of PTA 
representatives from 
across the country. 


After the Hearings 


Following completion of 
this eight public hearing, a 
final report will be created, 
based upon the collective 
testimony. During the next 
phase of the project, in spr- 
ing and summer, an action 
plan will be developed 
which will directly involve 
PTA members from the 
organization’s 32,000 local 
units in elementary and 
high schools throughout the 
country. 

Participation will include 
parents’ monitoring and 
evaluating the Television 
programs watched by their 
children; submission of 
their findings to their local 
unit presidents, who, in 
turn, will furnish consensus 
reports to the national 
PTA; and a national cam- 


on the strip chart. 





paign of letter writing and 
personal visits to local 
Television stations, the 
networks, sponsors of 
violent Television shows, 
the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, 
and legislators. 

If these actions don’t br- 
ing results, local stations 
hay have their licenses 
challenged, and formal 
complaints may be lodged 
with the FCC. 

““We’re not interested in 
placing all the responsibili- 
ty on the doorsteps of the 
networks, nor in censoring 
Television programs,” said 
Mrs. Kimmel. ‘‘What we 
are trying to do is to make 
both parents and the 
decision-makers in the com- 
munications industry aware 
of their mutual responsibili- 
ty for reducing Television 
violence and improving the 
overall quality of program- 
ming.” 

“Through this project, 
we're hoping to increase 
parents’ awareness of the 
negative effects of Televi- 
sion violence on children; 
urge them to take more 
responsibility for super- 
vising their youngsters’ 
Television viewing; and 
motivate them to make 
their views known to the ap- 
propriate individuals and 
organizations. But that’s 
only part of the picture. We 
also feel that the networks, 
local stations, and adver- 
tisers should respond to 
public opinion and the 
public interest by 
aggressively and voluntari- 
ly pursuing ways to reduce 
Television violence.” 


What research shows 


Television, because it 
grips the viewer’s interest 
through both the eyes and 
ears, has a strong fascina- 
tion for children, and many 
adults. The degree of 
fascination is such that by 
the time many children 
graduate from high school, 
they will have spent more 
time in front of the Televi- 
sion set than in the 
classroom, (15,000 hours 
Television time vs. 11,000 
class time, according to 
Peggy Charren, president, 
Action for Children’s 
Television). 

“Although much more 
research is needed before 
we have adequate 
knowledge about the im- 
mediate and long-range 
effects of television on 
children, many parents 
believe this single instru- 
ment has a tremendous 
effect on children’s 
emotions, attitudes, and 


behavior.” 
spokesperson. 

“There is research that 
backs this belief. Findings 
from studies on the impact 
of television programming 
on children indicate that 
children learn behavioral 
patterns from Television; 
they tend to imitate 
behavior viewed on Televi- 
Sion, especially if that 
behavior is immediately 
rewarded; they are more 
likely to imitate adult than 
peer behavior; and this im- 
itation may occur long after 
the behavioral pattern is 
learned.” 

“Yet, day after day, 
children see gunmen and 
gansters on the Television 
screen. Many programs 
depict murder and intrigue 
as methods to solve a 
problem, rather than by dis- 
cussion, persuasion, and 
logic — the socially- 
acceptable methods of 
problem-solving.’’ the 
spokesperson added. 

Even in programs produc- 
ed especially for the young, 
violence exists. Dr. Earle 
Barcus of Boston Universi- 
ty studied children’s televi- 
sion programming on Satur- 
day and Sunday mornings 
and during after-school 
hours of 3-6 p.m. in ten 
cities. He found that eight 
out of 10 stories containes 
some violence or threats of 
violence (one show in four 
was classified as 
““saturated’’ with 
violence) ; the most popular 
form of violence was that 
done with weapons; and the 
story line leading to the 
violence was primarily in- 
terpersonal rivalries and 
conflicts, ‘‘with little 
rationale given to them.”’

Parents’ responsibility 


“The PTA has always 
believed that parents must 
assume responsibility for 
what their children watch, 
and urges them to do so; but 
it is acutely aware that 
many children do not have 
parental supervision,’’ said 
the PTA _ spokesperson. 
“Consequently, much of 
their learning experience — 
their ideas about the social 
world and how people relate 
to each other — comes from 
television. The influence, of 
course, works both ways. 
Programs such as ‘Mr. 
Roger’s Neighborhood’ and 
‘Sesame Street’ have done 
much to foster pro-social 
attitudes in preschoolers. 
But unhappily, Television 
violence has ‘remained un- 
acceptably high,’ according 
to a 1974 report by two 
researchers at the Universi- 
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ty of Pennsylvania’s 
Annenberg School of Com- 
munications.” 

Just what happens to a 
child after being exposed to 
a daily barrage of 
brutality? Psychologists 
have been observing 
children for years, attemp- 
ting to find the answer, the 
spokesperson noted. 

One study reports that 
when Television hardened 
children experience school 
failure, they act out what 
they see on television — 
violence. Another reaches 
the conclusion that children 
have lost their sensitivity to 
news films and documen- 
taries depicting actual 
human suffering and 
tragedy, and are impressed 
only by fantasy violence, 
made vivid by exciting 
camera angles and 
dramatic make-up, ex- 
hibited on day-to-day 
programs. 

“Because young children 
cannot consistently dis- 
tinguish between fantasy 
and reality in their own 
play, it is not difficult to un- 
derstand a lack of dis- 
crimination between reality 
and fantasy on the Televi- 
Sion screen,’’ the 
spokesperson said. 

The ability of Television 
to transcend age, sex or 
social background was 
documented in the ‘1972 
Surgeon General's Report,” 
which analyzed more than 
30 studies of 10,000 children 
between ages 3 and 19. 

Psychologist Robert 
Lieberts, one of the prin- 
cipal investigators for the 
study, found that the more 
violence and aggression 
youngsers see on Televi- 
sion, regardless of age, sex 
or social background, the 
more aggressive they are 
likely to be in their own at- 
titudes and behavior. The 
effects are not limited to 
youngsters who are in some 
way abnormal, but rather 
were found in large 
numbers of perfectly nor- 
mal American children. 

Is it true that a little 
Television violence never 
hurt anyone? 

One large national 
organization commissioned 
a five-year study on the sub- 
ject. Directed by Dr. 
Seymour Lieberman of 
Lieberman Research the 
study measured the 
responses of 10,000 children 
between ages 8 and 13 in the

Jersey area. Each child’s 
aggressive tendency was 
measured before and after

Rare owls found in forest 


At least 26 pairs of 
spotted owls, a rarely seen 
species of raptor considered 
extremely vulnerable to 
human disturbance, are 
presently making their 
homes in the San 
Bernardino National 
Forest, according to a 
survey just released by 
forest authorities. 

Financed by the U.S. 
Forest Service, the four - 
month study was conducted 
from June 1 to Sept. 25, 
1976, by James C. Cook, a 
graduate student from 
California State 
Polytechnic University, 
Pomona, working under the 
direction of Hugh Black, 
wildlife biologist for the San 
Bernardino National 
Forest. 

Among those assisting in 
the survey was state 
Department of Fish and 
Game wildlife biologist 
Gordon I. Gould Jr., whose 
reports on the status of the 
spotted owl in California, 
made in 1973 and 1974, 
provided impetus and 
background for the Cook 
project. 

The spotted owl (Strix 
occidentalis) is a medium 
sized owl with a body length 
up. to 19 inches and a 
wingspan of about 45 inches. 
The owl has a round head 
and dark brown plumage 
with irregular spots of 
white on the back of the 
head, neck, breast and ab- 


domen. The eyes are very 
dark brown. 

A nocturnal hunter, the 
spotted owl feeds on small 
mammals, birds and in- 
sects. 

Spotted owls were found 
in four main concentrations 
in the San Bernardino 
National Forest, according 
to Cook’s survey. 

The largest number of 
spotted owl territories, 
eight, were found in the 
Arrowhead ranger district, 
generally located between 
Hooks Creek, Holcomb 
Creek and Green Valley 
Lake. 

In the Cajon ranger 
district, five pairs of owls 
were found in the heavily 
wooded north-facing 
canyons from Wrightwood 
to Lytle Creek. 

In the San Gorgonio 
ranger district, the north- 
facing edge of the San 
Gorgnio Wilderness Area to 
the Santa Ana River was 
found to be an area of high 
owl desity. Seven pairs 
were located. 

The Idyllwild district was 
found to contain limited 
spotted owl habitat. 
However, three spotted owl 
pairs were found in the 
west-facing heavily wooded 
canyons within six miles of 
Idyllwild. 

Only three pairs of 
spotted owls were also 
located in the Big Bear 
District. However, a large 


area of suitable habitat was 
found south of Big Bear 
Lake to Clarks Summit and 
Sugarloaf Mountain. 


Owl sightings seemed to 
indicate that an area of 
approximately one and a 
half miles is defended by 
each pair. This should be 
considered a minimum 
territory size, the survey 
said. 


In general, spotted owls 
were found in canyons with 
steeply sloped sides. Nearly 
all the owls located were 
within one mile of some 
form of a perennial water 
source. The typical 
vegetation was multi-age, 
multi-story, multi-species 
dense woodland. The 
overstory consisted mainly 
of old growth yellow pine, 
Jeffrey pine, sugar pine and 
Coulter pine. The 
understories were 
frequently a mixture of 
incense cedar, white fir, 
black oak and white alder. 


These habitat data agree 
with those described by 
Gould in his 1974 DFG 
report, according to Cook. 


Among its management 
recommendations, the 
survey says that areas with 
proposed habitat 
modification such as shaded 
fuelbreaks, campgrounds, 
timber sales and other 
changes should be first 
checked for spotted owl 


use. Limited recreational 
use such as hiking and 
hunting may be permitted 
without loss of spotted owl 
use provided the necessary 
habitat is maintained. 
Occupied owl sites located 
during the study should be 
monitoried every three 
years to determine 
population trends, 
according to Cook. Areas 
that fit spotted owl habitat 
requirements should also be 
monitored for possible owl 
use,

During the survey, the 
owls were found by giving 
vocal imitations of spotted 
owl calls, to which the owls 
responded by returning 
calls. 

Continuous calling was 
used in about 80 per cent of 
the 120-mile area checked. 
In the remaining areas, 
Cook walked along a forest 
road, stopped every half 
mile and called for ten to 15 
minutes.

You and Your Pet 





Vaccinate dogs, cats

During the past few years 
a number of school districts 
have dropped vaccination 
against smallpox as a 
requirement for entry into 
primary school, citing the 
progress made _ in 
eliminating the disease. 

Unfortunately this same 
progress has not been made 
in eliminating diseases that 
are controlled by 
vaccinating pets. There are 
too many stray animals 
around that can serve as a 
reservoir for diseases such 


as distemper and rabies. 
Vaccinations are a 
necessity if your pet is to 
receive adequate 
protection. Let’s review the 
diseases controlled by 
vaccination and the 
timetables that should be 
followed. 
Dog diseases 

Four major canine 
diseases — rabies, 
distemper, hepatitis and 
leptospirosis — can be 
controlled by vaccination. 

Rabies is the most serious 
from a public health point 
of view, because it is a 
potentially lethal disease 
that is transmissible to 
human beings. All warm-

Are attitudes 
changing?

I have heard that this is 
the first time a recession 
has not been accompanied 
by a decrease in the number 
of working women. Is it 
possible that attitudes are 
changing towards the need 
to work outside the home?

Dear H.B., 
I think attitudes are 
changing — for good. 


Recently a family magazine 
surveyed its readers on 
their reactions to wives 
joining the work force. 
Fifty per cent of the 
husbands said their 
marriages improved, and 43 
per cent of the wives 
agreed. Only a small 
percentage of either felt the 
marriages were less happy. 

During the current 
recession, additional 
income is badly needed. 
Working wives contributed 
26 per cent of the family 
income in 1975. 

For women heads of 
households, the economic 
need to work is even more 
urgent. The United States 
Department of Labor 
reports that in 1960 31 per 
cent of families living 
below the poverty line were 
headed by women. By 1974, 
the number was up go 85 per 
cent. 

While more women are 
working, earnings are not 
increasing. The national 
median income of full-time 
year-round women workers 
is 57 per cent of the median 
for men. In California, the 
median is only 49 per cent. 

Working, for most women 
who do take jobs outside the 
home, is an economic 
necessity today It doesn’t 
appear that this situation 
will immediately change.

She is fascinated by his 
underseas exploits and 
wants to become a marine 
biologist to join his crusade 
to save oceanic life. Really, 
won't she run up against a 
lot of problems trying to 
become a woman scientist?

Dear B.T.., 

Your daughter sounds 
very mature already, if she 
has escaped the many 
barriers against careers for 
girls in math or science. 


Unfortunately, our 
culture discourages most 
women from becoming 
scientists, engineers, 
surveyors, electronics 
workers or chemists. Yet, 
petroleum engineers with 
bachelor’s degrees were 
offered $1,398 per month 
last year. Those who 
majored in the humanities, 
as women often do, 
averaged $775. 

The many ways our 
culture discourages women 
from lucrative science and 
technical careers are 
described in a new study by 
Nancy Kreinberg in a 
recent issue of ‘‘Public 
Affairs Report Bulletin’ of 
the Institute of 
Governmental Studies, 
University of California, 
Berkeley. You can write for 
a copy. 

Neither counselors, 
teachers, or parents make a 
‘sufficient effort to instill in 
girls the confidence 
necessary to pursue 
difficult mathematics 
courses. Yet, Ms. 
Krienberg cites studies 
which show girls do very 
well, if they are provided 
the information on these 
careers, appropriate 
courses to build confidence, 
and acquaintance with work 
of successful women 
scientists. 





Under a new federal law, 
Title IX, schools may not 
practice sexist counseling 
and teaching. Your best 
hope is to see that it is 
enforced in your daughter’s 
school.

blooded animals are 
susceptible. Your dog can 
contract the disease from 
an infected dog or cat, or a 
number of wild animals, 
including rats, skunks or 
foxes. 

Since there is no product 
offering lifetime immunity, 
periodic revaccination 
against rabies is a must. A 
rabies vaccine is available 
that will provide protection 
for dogs for three years. 
Vaccination in January or 
February will provide time 
for development of 
protective antibodies so 
that your pet will have 
adequate protection during 
spring and summer months, 
when pets spend the most 
time out of doors. Puppies 
should receive their first 
rabies vaccination after 12 
weeks of age 

Distemper is the most 
prevalent canine disease. 
Its symptoms include 
diarrhea, fever and weight 
loss. The disease is spread 
by air-borne virus particles 
or by direct contact. 
Distemper is difficult to 
treat because viruses do not 
respond to antibacterial 
medications. 

I recommend an annual 
distemper vaccination for 
your dog. If a pregnant pet 
has an up - to - date 
vaccination at time of 
whelping, she will transfer 
her maternal immunity to 
her puppies, protecting 
them against distemper for 





about six weeks. At that 
time, they can receive a 
series of inoculations of the 
standard canine distemper 
vaccine. Puppies 6-12 weeks 
of age may also be 
protected with a single dose 
of canine distemper 
measles vaccine. 
Vaccination of puppies is 
important since most 
distemper cases occur in 
dogs less than a year old. 

Canine distemper vaccine 
is available in a combined 
inoculation for hepatitis and 
leptospirosis. These 
diseases attack the liver 
and kidneys, producing 
fever, a stiff-legged walk, 
and humped back due to 
inflammation of internal 
organs. 

Even if a pet recovers 
successfully from an 
attack, it develops. only 
short-term immunity and 
may infect other dogs by 
passing the infection- 
causing organisms in its 
urine. As with distemper 
vaccination, hepatitis and 
leptospirosis inoculations 
should also be given 
annually, so a combined D- 
H-L shot once a year is a 
must for your dog. 

Cat diseases 

Cats are also susceptible 
to rabies and feline 
distemper. Because the cat 
is by nature a hunter and a 
stalker, it needs the 
protection offered by 
annual vaccination for 
these two infectious 





diseases. Feline distemper 
is caused by a virus 
different from the one 
which causes canine 
distemper, and your 
veterinarian has a vaccine 
specifically for the 
prevention of distemper in 
cats. 

Cat owners’ fear 
distemper because of the 
speed with which it spreads 
through the _ feline 
community. Feline 
distemper is usually 90 per 
cent fatal — killing older 
cats within two weeks and 
kittens in a few days. In the 
past, distemper was also 
called infectious enteritis, 
infectious gastroenteritis or 
feline panleukopenia 
because of the variety of 
symptoms it produces. 
Diarrhea, fever, nausea and 
loss of appetite can all 
indicate distemper. 

How to cats catch 
distemper? Apparently as 
easily as sniffing the air 
that an infected cat has 
breathed. Remarkably 
resistant, the virus can 
survive for three months at 
room temperature, and is 
found in urine, feces and 
nasal discharge. Yearly 
vaccination is strongly 
advised since there is no 
known medication to 
control feline distemper 
once it takes hold. 

Besides fall vaccination 
for distemper and winter 
vaccination for rabies, your 
veterinarian may suggest 
booster shots to strengthen 
the immunity of a pet about 
to be entered in a major cat 
or dog show where there is 
a greater chance of 
exposure to the various 
infectious diseases I have 
mentioned. 





General tax credit:

Individual taxpayers fil- 
ing federal tax returns for 
1976 will encounter major 
changes in the law resulting 
from recent passage of the 
Tax Reform Act of 1976. 
One change in the law that 
affects virtually everyone 
filing a return, according to 
the Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice, is the general tax 
credit.

vised taxpayers to carefully 
read the instructions that 
come with the tax package. 
‘“‘The tax forms themselves 
show you, step by step,” 
Connett said, ‘“‘how to claim 
your general tax credit.” 


“This year taxpayers 
have to make a choice,” 
Connett stressed. ‘““You can 
either claim $35 per person 
to take a credit of 2 per cent 
of your first $9,000 taxable 
income (up to $180), 
whichever give you the

larger credit.’’ Each tax- 
payer should figure the 
credit using both methods, 
then choose the larger 
figure, he added. 

For example, consider a 
married man with three 
children and a taxable in- 
come of $12,000. If he 
figures his credit at the rate 
of $35 for himself and each 
dependent, the total is $175. 
If he used the other method 
of figuring the credit, tak- 
ing 2 per cent of his $9,000 
taxable income, the credit 
would total $180. In this 
case, using the 2 per cent 
formula would result in a $5 
advantage, and the tax- 
payer should claim the $180 
figure as his general tax 
credit.

Freeway bill introduced 





Commission to ‘‘proceed 
with all necessary steps’’ so 
that construction may be 
advertised for bids within 
the next six years.”’ 

Those necessary steps in- 
clude completion of en- 
vironmental studies, plan- 
ning, design and the acquisi- 
tion of the entire right - of - 
way. 

Lancaster said the status 
of the freeway is ‘‘up in the 
air’ at this time, and that 
“we need to proceed in an 
orderly fashion so that com- 
pletion of the feeway can be 
accomplished within a 
reasonable period of time.” 


He added that six years is 
a reasonable period of time 
and that the commission 
and the state Department of 
Transportation (CAL- 
TRANS) ‘‘would have suf- 
ficne tnotice that the 
freeway is to be completed 
as originally planned.”’ 

Both the commission and 
CALTRANS have shelved 
plans to complete the 
freeway and Lancaster 
said, ‘‘this has caused con- 
fusion in the cities through 
which the freeway is to be 
constructed, which include 
La Verne, Pomona, Clare- 
mont, Upland and Alta 





Loma. 

“Rights - of - way are un- 
certain and there is a feel- 
ing that this section may 
never be completed,’ he 
added. 

“The freeway is essential 
to transportation needs in 
the affected areas,”’ Lan- 
caster continued, ‘‘because 
the way the freeway now 
stops in La Verne has caus- 
ed numerous traffic 
problems. 

“‘These problems will 
only increase if the freeway 
is not completed,’ he add- 
ed. 

Should CALTRANS or 


Governor Jerry Brown 
defeat or veto the bill, Lan- 
caster has introduced two 
separate pieces of legisla- 
tion calling for the commis- 
sion to complete “‘all 
necessary steps’ prior to 
construction within the next 
six years, but not the actual 
construction itself. 

“Tf we are unsuccessful in 
getting construction going 
within the next six years,” 
Lancaster said, ‘‘at least 
we will have the right - of - 
way problems taken care of 
and the state will be com- 
mitted to completing the 
freeway.”

Rent bill would help 
mobile home owners 


State Assemblyman 
Terry Goggin (D-66) has in- 
troduced a bill to stablize 
mobilehome park rentals. 

Goggin’s bill would re- 
quire mobilehome park 
owners to justify rental in- 
creases in writing and allow 
unfair increases to be 
challenged in court. 
Parkowners would also be 
required to make available 
to all tenants a 12-month 
lease with a fixed rent 
which cannot be increased 
during the term of the 
lease. 

The bill is supported by 


the 125,000-member Golden 
State Mobilehome Owner’s 
League, the statewide 
mobilehome renters 
organization. Nationally, 
mobile-homes account for 
one-third of the new single- 
family housing market and 
95 per cent of single - family 
homes selling for $15,000 or 
under. 

“Large, frequent and un- 
justifiable increases have 
become a major concern 
to California mobilehome 
owners, Goggin said. “This 
problem was brought to my 
attention by an outpouring 


of complaints from 
mobilehorne owners in my 
district. It is of particular 
concern to me because 
many mobilehome tenants 
are senior citizens on fixed 
incomes or families with 
low incomes.”’ 


Goggin cited examples of 
the complaints he has 
received: “In one case a 
senior citizen on Social 
Security described how his 
rent has been raised from 
$100 to $150 a month within 
two years. Tenants there 
were not aware of any im- 
provements in the park, 
new employes had not been 
hired, and there were no in- 
creased property value 
assessments during that 
period.”’

“security” and ‘‘cleaning”’ 
deposits has been in- 
troduced by Assemblyman 
Bill McVittie (D-65). 

“Tt doesn’t make any 
sense to apply a security 
deposit requirement to 
mobilehome owners,”’’ 
McVittie said. ‘‘They’re not 
like apartment dwellers or 
house renters. These people 
own their mobilehomes so 
why should they have to 
post fees to guarantee 
they’re going to keep them 
clean?” 

“You can’t move these 
huge mobilehomes over- 
night. No one can skip out 
on the rent. And the park 
owners already have the 
right to place a lien on the 
mobilehome for any unpaid 
charges. 

Security deposits are now 
routinely required by 
mobilehome lease 
agreements to help a park 
owner’s cash flow problems

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PUBLIC NOTICE PUBLIC NOTICE 
ORDINANCE NO. 1126 

AN INTERIM URGENCY ZONING ORDINANCE OF THE CITY OF 
UPLAND, California, enacted pursuant to the said city’S POLICE POWER 
AND SECTION 65858 OF THE CALIFORNIA GOVERNMENT CODE 
WHICH RELATES TO PROHIBITING CERTAIN USES OF PROPERTY 
IN THE CITY OF UPLAND, CALIFORNIA, AND SUSPENDING THE 
FILING OF TENTATIVE TRACT APPLICATIONS AND 

MODIFICATIONS FOR EXISTING USES OF LAND. 

The City Council of the City of Upland does ordain as follows: 

_ SECTION 1. It is hereby found and determined that there has been an 
inordinate request for subdivision of lands in the City of Upland and housing 
development which is unprecedented in the City. 

It is further found that the extremely rapid housing development has 
underscored the shortcomings of the General Plan elements which were 
adopted by reference from the San Bernardino County General Plan and 
that there is a need for updating these elements so that the City can 
Tespond to the urgent demand for new housing in this vicinity withou! 
diminishing the quality of life for established residents. 

SECTION 2. It is further found and determined that the City may very 
well be in need of a phasing program as an integral part of the proposed 
general plan wherein the phasing program could be designed to achieve 
maximum effective utilization of available land in light of local, regional, 
state and federal needs. The program might establish the time and 
sequence of residential development by encouraging growth around the 
immediately existing communities and thus avoiding wasteful and 
inefficient urban sprawl. In this phasing program the City should refine its 
capital budget and capital improvement programs which will provide for 
extension of public facilities and services, including transportation, water, 
sewage, schools, parks and recreation, drainage, police and fire, and other 
public amenities so as to insure the efficient, orderly and economic 
development of the City 

SECTION 3. The area to, be restudied is more particularly described as 
that area of the City of Upland. 

SECTION 4. Notwithstanding any provision contained in any ordinance in 
the City of Upland to the contrary, no new applications of the hereinafter 
described material shall be accepted, received or processed by the City in 
the area set forth above until such time as said mandatory elements of the 
General Plan are restudied and adopted in final form by the City Council of 
the City of Upland and all zoning ordinances are consistent therewith: 

a. tentative subdivision tract maps for all residential development 

b. all applications for planned residential development and planned 
unit development 

c. all applications for multi-family development 

d. all site plan reviews for multi-family residential 

SECTION 5. Any person aggrieved by the failure of the City of Upland to 
accept, receive or process new applications of the type set forth in Section 4 
hereinafter may apply in writing for an exemption from the provisions 
thereof to the Clerk of the City of Upland. Such application shall set forth 
fully the basis for the applicant’s requested release and, upon receipt 
thereof, the Clerk shall set a time and place for hearing on the matter by 
the City Council. At such hearing, the Council may, upon showing of 
hardship not generally applicable to other affected parties, by resolution 
exempt such applicant from the provision of Section 4 hereof. 

SECTION 6. In no event shall this interim ordinance have any force or 
effect for more than 120 days from the date of its adoption unless the effect 
of the ordinance is extended in pursuance to the Government Code of the 
State of California and in pursuance to the laws of this City. 

SECTION 7. The provisions of’ the Upland Municipal Code in conflict 
herewith and any other ordinance in conflict herewith as the same might 
apply to the subject area described in Section 3 of this ordinance shall be 
suspended during the term of this ordinance. 

SECTION 8. If any section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase oI 
portion of this ordinance is for any reason held tc be invalid or 
unconstitutional by the decision of any court of competent jurisdiction, 
such decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions of this 
ordinance. The Council hereby declares that it would have adopted this 
ordinance and each section, subsection, sentence, clause, phrase, or 
portion thereof, irrespective of the fact that any one or more sections, 
subsections, phrases, or portions be declared invalid or unconstitutional. If 
for any reason this ordinance or any part thereof shall be declared invalid 
or unconstitutional, then all other provisions thereof shall remain valid and 
endorceable. 

SECTION 9. This Ordinance is urgently required and urgently necessary 
for the preservation of public health, safety and general welfare. More 
specifically as a matter of fact, it is found and determined that the 
unprecedented and rapidly growing housing development may materially 
depreciate and diminish the quality of life in this City for the established 
residents and may be materially detrimental to the health, safety and 
welfare of the single family residents unless the General Plan is updated so 
that the City can respond to the urgent demand for new housing.
